At a recent meeting of the board 
of education it was decided to open 
the first term of the public schools 
of the city on the 9th of September, 
and continue, 
if 
possible, for nine 
months. 
Heretofore the Ada schools 
have been attem pting to do in eight 
months what the other city schools 
are doing in nine, and it is very es­ 
sential that another month be addec 
to the term in order that our schools 
may come up to the rquired standarc 
of efficiency. 


Following out the policy adopted 
by the board of education a year ago. 
another grade will be added to the 
High School course this year and it

Since a very smalT per cent of our 
boys and girls will ever enter a col­ 
lege or university, our public schools 
should give training which will pre­ 
pare them to fill successfully some 
station in life and live the best life 
in that station. 
We should give the 
child such training 
as 
will enable 
him to go out into the activities in 
life and put into practice the knowl­ 
edge obtained in the public schools. 
For the above reasons we have in­ 
cluded manual training, domestic sci­ 
ence, and book-keeping in the High 
School course for this year, and hope 
ar, an early date to be able to extend 
these privileges to all of the grades. 
A corps of 28 teachers 
has

employed

schools for 
next 
year, seven of whom are entirely new 
to the Ada schools. 
The best results 
cannot be obtained when a large per I 
cent of the teachers are new to the 
system. The board of education ren­

HDD PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


WILL OPEN SEPTEMBER 9 


At a recent meeting of the board 


of education it was decided to open 
the first term of the public schools 
of the city on the 9th of September, 
and continue, if possible, for nine 
months. Heretofore the Ada schools 
have been attempting to do in eight 
months what the other city schools 
are doing in nine, and it is very es- 
«ential that another month be added 
to the term in order that our schools 
may come up to the rquired standard 
of efficiency. 


Following out the policy adopted 


by the board of education a year ago, 
another grade will be added to the 
High School course this year and it 
is the intention to continue along 
this line until a full four four year 
course is offered in the Ada schools. 


Since a very small per cent of our 


boys and girls will ever enter a col- 
lege or university, our public schools 
should give training which will pre- 
pare them to fill successfully some 
station in life and live the 'best life 
in that sta/tion. We should give the 
child such training as 
will enable 


him to go out into the activities In 
life and put into /practice the knowl- 
edge obtained in the public schools. 
For the above reasons we havje in- 
cluded manual training, domestic sci- 
ence, and book-keeping in the High 
School course for this year, and hope 
at en early date to be able to extend 
these privileges to all of the grades. 


A corps of 28 teachers has 'been 


employed in the schools for next 
year, seven of whom are entirely new 
to the Ada schools. The best results 
cannot be obtained when a large per 
cent of the teachers are new to the 
system. The board of education ren- 
dered Its best service to the schools 
in employing competent, enthusiastic 
and worthy teachers who will strive 
to 
establish 
themselves in the 


schools. We Are glad to note that 
the standard ot requirements of the 
ttachers has been raised so that none 
but first-class teachers will be em- 
ployed.

school district lias been 
reduced 


from $4,385,930 In Iftll to 43,577,909. 
•Since this reduces the amount of 
taxes that can be raised on a five-
